HE HAS IDEA HE CAN 
PAY MONEY BACK 


Attorney for-Sales Manager 
of Bank’s Investment 
Subsidiary Tells of Cli- 
ent’s Market Deals. 


Frank L. Berryhill, sales man- 
ager and a director of the First 
National Co., investment subsidiary 
of the First National Bank in St. 
Louis, who lost his savings and 
about $300,000 belonging to four 
of his customers in stock specuia- 
tion during the last year, probably 
will appear in Circuit Court some 
day this week and plead guilty of 


embezzlement. 

Through his attorney, Sigmund 
Bass, Berryhill has confessed that 
he embezzled about $400,000 in 
bends and securities: which the four 


i customers had intrusted to him for 


sale or egchange. “About one-hali 
of the securities are held by the 
brokerage firm of Knight, Dysart & 
Gamble, as collateral for a mar. 
ginal account in which Berryhiil’s 
equity is about $100,000. 

The four customers, holding re- 
ceipts signed by Berryhill in his ca- 
pacity as sales manager, look for 
settlement to the First National 
Co., which has accepted responsi- 
bility and which expects to be re- 
imbursed by the American Surety 
Co. of New York under an em- 
ployes’ fidelity bond for $750,000. 

Wants to Earn It Back. 

“Berryhill will appear whenever 
he is wanted.” Attorney Bass said 
yesterday. ‘“tHe is ready to take his 
medicine. He has an, idea that he 
can go to prison and serve his time, 
then come out and make enoush 
money to pay it all back. In my 
opinion, he can do it if anybody 
can. 

‘Tie could have taken the $190,- 
900 that was left and beat it for 
South America or Africa, before 
anyone was the wiser. Instead, he 
came to me and told me his trov- 
bles a month ago. He was ashamed 
to face his business associates, 50 
we arranged for him to with- 
draw quietly from the company’s 
office last Saturday. Monday I 
called on his superiors and ex- 
plained the situation.” 

Bass has conferred with Circuit 
Attorney Miller, but no agreement 
has been made as to the charge, 
the number of counts or the pun- 
ishment to be. recommenued. Em- 
bezzlement by bailee, the probable 
sen- 
tence of from two to five years in 
the penitentiary on each count. 
Usually in such cases several 
counts are charged so that the 
Judge may use his discretion in 
determining the length of the sen- 
tence. 

Received $8500 a Year. 

Berryhill, 39 years old, and un- 
married, received $8500 a year as 
sales manager for the company. 
He had progressed steadily since 
the World War when he returned 
from France as a Captain of In- 
fantry and found employment as a 
clerk for the Mortgage Trust Co. 
which was later purchased by the 
First National Co. 

He had been

BOMBAY, June 7.—British air-

Europeans were Cheered today 
by the news chat two British offi- 
cers and the wife of one of them 
had ben released by raiders who 
carried them into Afghanistan 
Wednesday. Those kidnaped were 
Maj.

They were held 
across the border by Achakzai 
tribesmen after being removed 
from their automobiles, but were 
treated considerately.

of Barker's associafion with Reed 
and the organization of Reed 
Democrats in Missouri, such a re- 
mark could be construed only as 
having a very definite purpose, 
Leading Democrats were convinced 
that Barker would not have ad- 
vanced the idea unless it was spe- 
cifically authorized by Reed or un- 
leas Barker knew that the sugges- 
tion would meet with Reed’s favor. 
Coming without public author- 
ization or comment from Reed, the 
former Senator is in a position to 
await the reception his speech 
and in connection with it Barker's 
statement, will have throughout the 
country. 

Thet the Reed speech was in- 
tended to haye much more than lo- 
cal effect, that it was in fact to be 
delivered with the idea of attract- 
ing national attention, was indicat- 
ed from the beginning of plans for 
‘the Sedalia meeting, which includ- 
ed arrangements foxy dissemination 
much more extensive than the 
mere occasion of its delivery called 
for. 

At an expense of nearly $50,000, 
a Columbia chain hookup of 20 
stations was arranged, and special 
efforts mare made to obtain pub- 
lication of the speech in full in 
newspapers of al] the larger cities. 
It was clear that the meeting of the 
State Jefferson Club was culled for 
the purpose of providing an occa- 
sion for Reed to make the speech, 
rather than that the speech was 
delivered to grace the occasion. 


Prohibition Only Touched On. 
While Reed's views on the eight- 
eenth amendment are quite gen- 
erally known, they formed no par- 
ticular part of his speech, his only 
remarks on prohibition being di- 
rected against the Anti-Saloon 
League and Bishop Cannon. 

But this may have been due, and 
probably was, to the fact that Reed 
recently has completed the writing 
of a series of articles setting forth 
his views on prohibition and his 
arguments in support of his views. 
The publication of these articles 
simultaneously in newspapers in 
many cities will begin within a few 
weeks. In his speech he made 
known that he had prepared the 
articles. 

A group of members of the Mis- 
sourl Democratic Editorial Associa- 
tion at a meeting in the afternoon 
adopted a resolution highly com- 
mendatory of Reed but falling 
short of an indorsement for the 
presidency. All of the editors said 
afterward that the indorsement for 
the presidency would have been 
given except for fear that Reed 
would be displeased.

The new depository, according to 
the announcement, although wholly 
owned by the parent company, will 
be operated independently and will 
not violate .the State law which 
forbids branch banking. John G. 
Lonsdale, presicent of the parent 
bank, and George W. Wilson, chair- | 
man of the board, will occupy 
similar posts in the new bank. 

“The Mercantile-Commerce Na- 
tional Bank will be a unit bank 
owned by the Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank & Trust Co.,” Lonsdale said. 
“The Missouri Banking Act of 1915 
provides that a strust company can 
Own all or part of a bank.” 

Branch Banks Barred. 

Several years ago, the First Na- 
tional Bank in St. Louis attempted 
to establish branch banks following 
the practice in other states, but 
was compelled to close two 
branches in 1924 when the United 
States Supreme Court upheld the 
State law. All National banks 
are forbidden to have branches. 

The new Mercantile-Commerce 
National Bank will obtain a na- 
tional charter from the Comptrcl- 
ler of the Currency and will not be 
Organized under the State laws as 
is the parent bank. Being a na- 
tional bank, it will automatically 
carry a Federal Reserve member- 
ship, separate from that of the 
parent bank. The personnel of the 
new bank will be drawn from the 
downtown depository.

Pointer, 38-year-old laborer of the 
Kaw Packing Co., here, who con- 
fessed Thursday that he killed Roy 
Kramer, vice president of the com- 
pany, at the request of President 
Louis H. Kimmel, Sheriff Wayne 


Horning announced thé § case 
against Kimmel was almost com- 
plete. 

Miss Catherine M. Vick, dis- 


charged cashier of the packing 
company, was questioned for four 
heurs tonight by county authori- 
ties regarding her relations with 
Kimmel, Courty Attorney Logan 
said later little information of 
value had been obtained from her. 
She was dismissed from her po- 
sition today, when a successor to 
Kimmel assumed charge of the 
concern. 

Pointer has admitted thdt he 
clubbed Kramer to death in a ga- 
rage at the rear of the packing 
plant, early in the morning of 
March 26, carrying out an agree- 
ment he had made with Kimmel 
last January, to kill Kramer. 
Pointer confessed that he dragged 
the body to Kramer's automobile, 
drove it out on a highway about 
six miles, turned the machine 
around and jacked up the rear 
wheel. He then threw the ‘body 
on the road, leaving the infer- 
ence that Kramer was killed by a 
passing automobile while changing 
tires. 

Suspicion that the death was not 
accidental first was aroused when 
Sheriff Horning found the’ tires on 
the car sound and the machine in 
running condition. 

Kimmel, who denies complicity 
in the murder, is at liberty, on 
$25,000 bond. 


Kimmel Denies Charges. 


In a formal statement to the 
board of directors of the packing 


company, Kimmel protested his 
innocence, but resigned until 
“the shadow that has come 


over me has been completely re- 
moved.” | 

While mo definite motive for the 
murder has been clearly estab- 
lished, the Sheriff has learned that 
Kramer and Kimmel, the former 
a wealthy retired farmer and land 
owner, and the latter a hight¥”re- 
spected business man, had been on 
bad terms for some time. 

The firm carried corporation in- 


surance policies of $30,000 each 
on Kramer and Kimmel. 


It is 
known that because of the con- 
tinual! disagreements, Kramer had 
intended to withdraw from the 
packing company this year. 

The insurance companies which 
carried the policies made payment 
two weeks after Kramer’s death. 

In substantiation of Pointer’s 
confession, Horning has obtained 
signed statements from three oth- 
er employes, one of whom. Fred 
Glover, Sid his employer had 
asked him to kill Kramer. The 
other two were informed of Kim-

NEW YORK, June 7.—Religious 
census statistics made public to- 
night by the Institute of Social and 
Religious Research, show that of 
every 100 persons more than 13 
years old in the United States, there 
are now 55 church members, as 
there were 10 and 20 years ago.

NORRIS OFFERS 
COMPROMISE ON 
MUSCLE SHOAL 


Senator Hopeful of Agree- 
ment at This Session on 
Plan Embodying Features 
of Both Bills. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 7.—House 
and Senate conferees failed to 
agree today on Muscle Shoals leg- 
islation and adjourned to meet 
again Thursday, with Chairman 
Norris of the Senate group ex- 


promise wouid yet be reached at 
this session of Congress. 

Two radically different plans are 
before the conferees—the Norris 
Government operation plan, which 
the Senate approved by a large ma- 
jority, and the House substitute, 
which calls for.the leasing of the 
Shoals to private interests. The 
Norris proposal treats the Gov- 


ernment’s $150,000,000 plant on 
the Tessessee River as primarily a 
power project, while the House 
bill aims ostensibly at the manu- 
facture of cheap fertilizer. 
Government operation advocates 
have denounced the House Dill, 
which bears the name of Reece 
(Rep.), Tennessee, as a device to 
permit the exploitation of the 
Shoals by private power interests. 

Norris sprang a surprise by of- 
fering, On behalf of the Senate 
conferees, an ingenious compro- 
mise enibodying features of both 
measures, Its acceptance by the 
conference committee and subse- 
quent approval by the House and 
Senate would settle a problem with 
which Congress has wrestled for 
the last 10 years. If the compro- 
mise fails, no Muscle Shoals legis- 
lation can be hoped for till the 
next session. 


Norris’ Compromise. 
Norris proposed that the Senate 
yield to the House to the extent of 
permitting all the fertilizer and ni- 


trate properties at the Shoals be 
leased tq private interests; that the 
House in turn agree to Government 
operation of the power facilities: 
that the private lessee be required 
to manufacture exclusively fertil- 
izer and fertilizer ingredients, and 
that the Government furnish to the 
lessee all the, power necessary for 
this manufacture, at a price no 
greater than the price to munici- 
Palities. ‘ 
The House conferees declined the 
proposition, though the two Dem- 
ocrats—Quin of Mississippi and 
Fisher of Tennessee — expressed 
their approval of it. Reese of 
Tennessee, Wurzbach of Texas and 
Ransley of Pennsylvania, Repub- 
licans, the the other conferees for 
the House, while Norris, McNary 
(Rep,), Oregon, and Smith (Dem.), 
South Carolina, represent the Sen- 
ate. j 

Reece and Smith did not attend 
today’s meeting. On the attitude 
of Reece depends the outcome of 
the negotiations. 

“Although the House conferees 
rejected the compromise,’ said 
Norris, “some of them are at heart 
in favor of it. 

“The House is contending that 
the Senate bill does not go far 
enough in the production of fertil- 
izer and that fertilizer can be more 
cheaply manufactured by a private 
lessee than by the Government. If 
the people who believe in this the- 
ory are acting in good faith, they 
w illnot hesitate to accept the Sen- 
ate’s proposition, and the fact that 
it is declined is a demonstration 
that in this Muscle Shoals woodpile 
is carefully concealed the private 
Power Tryst. 

"If the position of the House is 
right and the fertilizer and nitrate 
properties at Muscle Shoals can 
be handled by a private corpora- 
tion and the price of fertilizer 
cheapened to the farmer, then they 
ought to jump at the opporturity 
given them by the Senate con- 
ferees, 


All of Power Sought. 
“The House conferees insist that 
the lessee who is to manufacture 


power facilities at Muscle Shoals 
as a bonus. With the conditions 
named we conceded to the House 
conferees the right to draft their 
own leasing proposition. 

“If they are right in their con- 
tention it should not be difficult 
for these prorerties to be leased, 
and every kilowatt of power pro- 
duced could be devoted to the pro- 
duction of fertilizer. The fact that

Or, if one plans a longer vaca- 
ion, the Custer Highway may be 
followed as far as Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, the Big Horn Moun- 
tains of Wyoming, or Glacier Park 
itself. The highway, improved 
within the last few years so that 
it is now entirely graded and 70 
per cent surface, is growing in 
favor with St. Louisans, who for- 
merly uscd more conventional 
routes to get to the Northwest. 


From St. Louis, the route lies 
over U. 8S. Highway 40, across the 
rMissouri River at St. Charles, and 
on to Columbia, Mo. From Colum- 
bia, the 'motorist takes U. 8S. 63 


yorth to Moberly. Between St. Louis 
and Moberly the highway is paved. 
Continuing on No. 63, one travels

Of all the performance records 
made during the 500-mile grind of 
the Indianapolis race Decoration 
day, perhaps none is more note- 
worthy as that of the Winfield 


Carburetor ~Co. Of the 10 cars 
that finished in the money, the 
first nine were equipped with 


Winfield carburetors,»according to 
word received by the Hoffman 
Magneto Co., 3143 ‘ Washington 
boulevard, St. Louis distributer. 

After the first 10 cars finished, 
the four cars stil] in the running 
were flagged off the track. These 
also were Winfield-equipped. 

The new Winfield series consist 
of up-draft and down-draft types 
of carburetors, depending on ‘the 
construction of the engines. Of 
the first nine winning cars at In- 
dianapolis three used the up-dratft, 
and the others the down-draft. 

Due to the new regulation pro- 
hibiting the use of super-chargers 
on the 366-inch motors, carbure- 
tion was of utmost importance in 
this year's race. The cars were 
heavier and required more power 
to hold them at a 100-mile speed, 
which was the average that Billy 
Arnold, the winner, attained in his 
Miller-Hartz front-drive straight 
eight. 

The 16-cylinder car driven by 
Louie Meyer presented a problem 
when it came to carburetion. This 
was solved by using two Winfields, 
each feeding eight cylinders. In 
fact, according to McLaren-Saw- 
yer, representative of the Winfield 
company in the territory which in- 
cludes St. Leuis, most of the cars 
entered in the race were equipped 
with two carburetors. In the case 
of the eights, two methods of 
manifolding were employed, one 
carburetor feeding either the four 
cylinders at the end. of the block, 
or the two front and the two rear. 

The absence of super-chargers 
was scarcely missed, according to 
Sawyer, who pointed out that the

Accessories are studied next. in- 
cluding batteries, distributors and 
starting motors. Lubrication is 
next, following which actual trou- 
ble cases are taken up thoroughly, 
cases which mechanics have not 
been able to solve by themselves. 

“We try to get away from guess- 
work at the owner’s expense,” 
Johnson declared. “In the past 
owners often have had to pay for 
the mechanic's blunders. When a 


car is driven into a shop for serv- ' 


ice, the diagnosis of the trouble 
should be just as accurate as that 
of a reputable physician or sur- 
geon. Our schools prepare the me- 
chanics to play specialist's roles.”

Pikes Peak Ascent 
Still Regarded as 
Stiff Test for Autos

COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., 
June 7.—An example of the tre- 
mendous strides made by engineers 
toward the goal of mechanical! per- 


fection in the motor car is pro- 
vided daily on the Pikes Peak 
highway. 


A few vears ago a car that would 
scale the peak was acclaimed 
throughout the country, while to- 
day, thanks to the automotive en- 
gineer, a car's ability to perform 
ably and satisfactorily in the thin 
rarefied air and on the long steep 
ascents of the peak is more or less 
taken for granted. 

Despite a greatly improved high- 
way up the peak, the long continu- 
ous climb and the light air pres- 
sure in the high altitudes, which 
used to mean a boiling radiator 
and an ‘engine too hot to make the 
grade, provide one of the severest 
tests in America of the mechan- 
ical condition of a car. 

Even more outstanding than the 
performance of those tourist auto- 
mobiles which make a single trip 
up the steep incline is the record 
of a fleet of trucks used to main- 
tain the highway in constant re- 
pair. The fleet now in such serv- 
ice includes three Chevrolet sixes 
which see almost daily use up in 
the region above the cloud-levels. 

Recently the fleet has beeh used 
to haul away huge mountains cf 
snow to prepare the highway for 
the summer tourist travel. The 
route was expected to be opened 
early in June With the snow 
cleared away, the fleet will con- 
tinue in daily service doing main- 
tenance and repair work on the 
highway. 

The Chevrolets used in this work 
have been in operation for more 
than a year. That the cars are 
operating today with the same de- 
gree of econo and dependability 
as a year ago is a fitting tribute 
to the achievements to those engi- 
neers who work quietly behind the 
scenes in the interest of improved 
performance at lower cost.

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Salt Spray Tests 
For Dodge Parts 
In War on Rust 


Much of the progress that Dodge 
Brothers’ metallurgists have made 
in their war against rust has re- 
sulted from what is known as the 
In a specially con- 
structed booth, parts taken at ran- 
dom from factory production are 
submitted to the corrosive action 
of a mist of salt that represents ,in 
concentrated form what a car en- 
dures when used regularly at the 
seashore, where it is constantly ex- 
posed to the salt-laden ccean 
breezes. 

The salt-spray test is one of the 
most interesting of all automotive 
experiments and is believed to be 
the most severe for plated or enam- 
eled parts that can be devised. 

A saturated solution of sodium 
chloride or common salt is pumped 
under pressure thrcugh small jets 
or orifices which act as atomizers. 
The resulting spray is many times 
more penetrating than natural 
ocean mist, because of the greater 
eontent of salt in the solution and 
also because of the pressure built 
up in the booth. Although double 
doors, the outer cne of immense 
thickness, are used on the asalt- 
spray room, the penetrating solu- 
tion finds its way through infinites- 
imal openings that otherwise would 
be imperceptible to the naked eye. 

An unprotected piece of metal 
Placed in this booth would be al- 
most unreccgnizable in the space 
of a few hours, according to the 
metallurgists in charge, yet parts 
for Dodge Brothers cars are re- 
quired to meet these conditions for 
long periods of time without dete- 
rioration. '

Congress has 
pointed tiie way in the Shipstead 
pill by establishing architectural 
control in Washington under the 
police power. More than 500 cities 
have established zoning in the last 
10 years. 

“architectural control of this 
kind is not new. Santa Barbara, 
Cal, in 1925 to 1926, required that 
all plans for private buildings be 
passed on by a competent archi- 
tectural board of review.

TIS SKINNER, one of the fore- 
most actors of the American 
stage, has arrived in Hollywood 
from New York preparatory to 
starting work in “Kismet” as a Vi- 


taphone talking picture. te 


Executives at the First Naticnal 
studios announce that “Kismet” 
will be filmed and recorded as the 
most pretentious talking picture of 
the year. A budget of more than 
$2,000,000 has already been set 
aside for the production, and a 
schedule of four months laid out 
for the filming. John Francis Dil- 
lon will direct, and Loretta Young 
and David Manners will play the 
juvenile roles in this play. More 
than 200 screen tests of prominent 
Hollywood actors and actresses 
have been taken to fill other roles 
in the picture.

“l was never particularily inter-

Both were far 
better on the screen than they were 
on the stage, and they were mighty 
good on the stage.” 

Skinner was born in Cambridge, 
Mass., in 1858, and is the'son of a 
minister. His first show experi- 
ence was with P. T. Barnum.

He made his New 
York debut in “Enchantment” in 
1879, and soon became one of the 
outstanding leaders of American 
drama...

Skinner has one daughter, Cor- 
nelia. Early in his career he played 
Shylock in “The Merchant of 
Venice.” It is his favorite part, 
and he claims that “Shylock is the 
only gentleman in the play.”

NEGROES COMPLAIN 


- ABOUT JURY DRAWING 


Tell Circuit Judges That Only 
10 Have Been Called in 
Five Years. 


Complaint was made yesterday 


to the Circuit Judges, sitting as a 


board of jury supervisors, that Ne- 
groes are not called for jury serv- 
ice, and an investigation will be 
conducted July 1 at a special meet- 
ing. The compiaint was voiced by 
a committee of the Mound City 
Bar Association, composed of Ne- 
gro attorneys, who charged that 
in the last five years not over 10 
Negroes had been summoned. Sev- 
eral judges were disposed to dis- 
pute this estimate, saying they 
thought the number was greater. 
However, they instructed the chief 
jury supervisor, Amos L. Seaman, 
to bring the data before them if it 
is available. 

John A. Davis, president of the 


Mound City Association, asserted 
that 5000 Negroes in this city are 
eligible for jury service but from 
the few called it appeared to him 
race discrimination was beihg prac- 
ticed to keep Negroes off juries. 
He added it was peculiar they did 
not get a chance here when they 
were permitted to serve in 8t. Louis 
County, Kansas City and other 
jurisdictions, even in Texas. “We 
feel many of our people are as 
capable as any one to sit on juries 
and they are anxious to be given 
this opportunity,” he declared. 


The judges replied that Negroes 


have as much right as other citi- 
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jurors and it was rigidly adhered 
to by him. | 

The pay of a juror was recently 
increased to $3 a day, formerly 
having been $1.50 a day. About 
40,000 jurors @ year are drawn in 
St. Lowis for the Circuit Court, 
Seaman said. :

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time, then weeks at a time. No matter how busy he was 
during these periods of absence the considerate fellow al- 
ways managed ‘9 find time to inscribe affectionate letters 
to his wife. They were quite exceptional letters, contain- 
ing quotations: from several literatures, sprinklings of 
poetry and an allusion here and there to the philosophers. 
They were the letters of a very learned and very devoted 
man. In any ease, Mr. Gibbons enjoyed writing his own 
letters so much that he eventually stayed away from home 
altogether, presumably to have more oppurtunity to write. 
_ Mrs. A. K. W. Selleck-Gibbons went out to White Plains 
to investigate the situation. There one afternoon she en- 
countered Gibbons entering an automobile other than his 
own, his arms burdened with packages. To Mrs. Gibbohs’ 
numerous inquiries he returned polite but completely non- 
committal answers. When he drove away she followed 
him in another automobile and discovered that his trip

Next Mrs. Gibbons 
brought suit against the 
wealthy Mrs, Powell for a 
million dollars for alien- 
ating her husband's af- 
fections.

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largest amount of heart 
baim a jury has ever 
awarded in these United 
States. Mrs. Powell's 
large estate and mansion 
were promptly attached

dict wns reversed by the Appellate Court and the case 
will have to be tried over again, with very little to indi- 
cate that Mrs. Powell will fare any better at the hands 
of a jury when the case again goes to trial. 

On April 22 the separation suit was heard before Jus- 
tice Morschauger in Supreme Court at White Plains and 
Gibbons was called to account for having failed to pay 
the $1290 in back alimony. Mrs. Gibbons was on the 
stand. #he was making out a strong case, when a man 
walked into the courtroom and took a rear seat. As her 
roving eye finally took him in, and a further glance iden- , 
tified him in her mind, the complexion of Mrs. A. K. W

change. There was little in the appearance of this mild 
stranger to suggest that he was a harbinger of evil, but 
his arrival so changed conditions that the case was halted 
then and there by Justice Morschauser. For the etranger 
was none other than Frank B. Selleck, the long-absent 
husband of the plaintiff.

“I’m the duck,” the cocoanut-raising Enoch Arden re- 
plied blithely. But his complacent grin underwent a sud- 
den change when the attorney promptly turned to the 
Judge and said: 

“Your Honor, since this man is so eager to prove that 
he is Mrs. Gibbons’ busband, I wish to cali the Court's at- 
tention to the fact that he is also in arrears of alimony to 
the extent of $29,524, and I wil! start action this week to 
have the alimony paid up or this man sent to jail for con- 
tempt of court.”

EGARDLESS of the point of view from 
which you approach the subject of 
bathing, the evidence is clear that man 
and water got together very early in 
the history of human activities upon 
this earth. . 

The strange legend has been circulated 
around the United States that the first 
bathtub was developed in Cincinnati 
some time around 1840. This notion 
was perpetrated by H. L. Mencken purely as a jest, but it 
was constantly quoted thereafter as sober truth. 

The actual facts are that one can see in the Field 
Museum of Ethnology old Greek, Roman, and even Egyp- 
tian bathtubs, indicating that the ancients developed this 
modern sanitary device. 

Indeed, among the ancients bathing was held in high 
religious repute. The folklore of all peoples contains pray- 
ers and rituals associated with the cleansing ceremony. 
The symbolism which associated cleanliness with Godli- 
ness was easily apparent. Indeed; among the ancients of 
Greece there were both private and public bathing estab- 
lishments. 

Hippocrates, the father of medicine, advocated the 
use of cold baths at least 350 B.C. He also recognized 
the importance of rubbing the body after the cold bath 
in order to stimulate the circulation. 


As the Middle Ages approached, the rites of bathing 
soon became associated with amusements and sexual stim- 
ulations. Mixed bathing was common in the nude, or 
something very closely approaching it, and the moral 
writers of the time remonstrated repeatedly against the 
effects of such bathing on the morals of the communities. 

In fact, about 300 A. D. hot vapor baths were begin- 
nthg to be used in addition to cleansing by hot and cold 
water and by oil. With the coming of modern systems of 
measurement of effects of various substances and activi- 
ties upon the human body, actual knowledge is being de- 
veloped as to what can be accomplished by baths of various 
sorts. 

Among the hygienic fads the cold bath has a position 
of special importance. The cold bath fanatic ts convinced 
that a plunge into cold water early in the morning or a 
cold shower builds him up physically and increases his re- 
sistance to disease. Unfortunately, he is likely to attempt 
to inflict his personal preference upon every other human 
being in the community, and therefore he may become 
considerable of a nuisance. 

If the cold bath agrees with anyone, and he can prob- 
ably tell that as well as any doctor can tell it for him, 
there is no reason why he should not indulge. The cold 


bath means the application of water to the human body 


at temperatures varying from 89 degrees to 32 degrees. 
At 32 degrees water freezes, and there are few human be- 
ings who care to plunge into the ice. Indeed. 55 degrees 
is about as cold as anyone can stand a cold bath without 
too much shock. Cold baths vary in their duration from 
one-half to three minutes, and the shorter limit is pre- 
ferred. 


leaping into a tub filled with cold water or by running 

the shower bath for one-half to three minutes. It is 
possible to take a cold bath by sponging the body with 
towels wrung out of cold water, by wrapping the body in 
a sheet wet with cold water, or in various other ways. It 
is not necessary always to bathe the entire body. For 
certain disturbances of the circulation in the legs one may 
take alternate hot and cold foot baths; for disturbances 


] T IS not necessary, of course, to take the cold bath by 


of other portions of the body, these alone may be subjected 


to the effects of cold water. 

The effects of cold water vary according to the 
manner in which it is applied and the duration. It is gen- 
erally known that cold depresses and heat stimulates the 
flow of blood in any part of the body. After the effects 
of cold wear off, the blood comes rushing back to the 
part and the secondary reaction may be the main reason 
for giving the bath. A short cold bath temporarily lessens 
the secretion of perspiration, but thereafter the perspira- 
tion is increased. A short cold bath increases the force 
and lessens the rate of the heart beat and also raises the 
tone of the muscles. 

For this reason the cold bath is not advised for peo- 
ple with high blood pressure or with hardened arteries, be- 
cause their tissues are not in condition to stand the strain 
associated with these sudden changes in the blood sup- 
ply. When cold water is first applied to the body, one 
breathes rapidly and sometimes irregularly. Indeed, the 
first shock of the cold water may create considerable dif- 
ficulty in breathing. After about 30 seconds the move- 
ments become more regular, but the rate of breathing is 
very likely to be rapid for the entire duration of the bath. 

When the cold bath water is changed to the warmer 
water or when the bath is ended and one begins to rub 
himself vigorously with the towel, the respiration slows 
and becomes deeper. There is more oxygen absorbed, and 
this effect of the cold bath represents one of its most im-

portant features for those who need it. Of particular in- 
terest is the form of cold bath for the nervous system. 
The prolonged application of cold lessens the irritability 
of the nerves and a short cold bath increases the activity 
of all functions. For people who are suffering with func- 
tional nervous disorders with a sense of weakness and lack 
of “‘pep,”’ a short cold bath, followed by a brisk rub, may 
be the means of inducing vigor. However, too long an

application or too much cold bathing may deplete the sys- 
tem so much as to constitute a menace. Hénce it is that 
you should not take up a regime of routine cold bathing 
without having some advice as to the condition of your 
health. 

There are, of course, certain definite conditions con- 
trolling the-use of the cold bath which must be constantly 
kept in mind. You should never take a cold bath when 
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healthful exercise for those in good health and compe

your body is cold. If the circulation is 80 poor that the 
body is cold, a warm bath is indicated. For this reason 
many suggest that a warm bath be taken before the colq 
bath or that the body be slightly warmed before the eolg 
bath is undertaken. . 

If you are very tired, it is better to take a warm bath 
and go to bed than to endeavor to stimulate the body 
by a short cold bath. 

Cold baths are not recommended for those who are 
likely to respond with shock; namely, babies and very old 
people. Cold baths are never recommended for persons 
suffering with disorders of the kidneys, since it is recog. 
nized that their ultimate effects may be serious. 


made to affect the temperature of the human body. 

In fact, more and more high fevers are being cons. 
trolled by proper sponging than by the use of drugs that 
specifically depress the temperature. As long ago as 1797 
a physician found that the prolonged hot bath could raise 
the temperature and that a cold bath would depress it. It 
has been recognized that a hot bath will cause a fall in the 
blood pressure and with it more rapid breathing. 

In order to get some exact measurements of these 
points, Dr. H. C. Bazett, in the Department or Physiology 
in the University of Pennsylvania, studied the effects 
of baths of various temperatures on the physical con- 
dition‘ of the body.s Ten men and four women were tested 
under a variety of conditions. It was found that there was 
little or no change in the pulse if the water was neutral 
in temperature; namely, about 94 degrees. If the water 
was hot, the pulse rate rose rapidly with any activity. 
This fs one of the reasons why people sometimes faint 
away when exposed too long to sweat baths or hot vapor 
baths. A bath that is neutral does not affect the blood 
pressure, but if a bath is definitely warm th® blood pres- 
sure falls and there is a dilation of the blood vessels in 
the skin. The fall of the blood pressure is another reason 
for the faintness associated with extremely hot baths. The 
breathing may become so rapid during a hot bath that 
it finally becomes difficult to breathe. A very hot room 
will produce somewhat the same effect. 

People vary their reactions to the warmth of water. 
If one enters a neutral bath, which is somewhere be 
tween 94 and 100 degrees Fahrenheit, the water wil! feel 
slightly warm. After a while it feels comfortable, and 
then somewhat cold. If people are guided by their own 
sensations, they are likely to choose a bath at a tempera- 
ture slightly higher than that of the body. 

If the bath is raised above 104 degrees one begins 
to feel a sense of breathlessness and a tendency to fever. 

The hot bath in treatment of disease is one of the 
oldest methods for controlling the condition of the hv- 
man body. It has been recognized that the fever re 
action is sometimes for the benefit of the body. Thus 
in some of the newer methods of treatment it is cut 
tomary to produce fever in order to stimulate the activi- 
ties of the tissues. 

In Stanford University attempts were made to control 
the fever in the body by the use of very hot baths. 

Thus baths of a temperature of 110 degrees Fahren- 
helt were used for patients with diseases in which tt 
seemed desirable to raise the temperature. It was — 
sible in this way to produce temperatures of 104 to 1" 
degrees and to maintain such fevers for from one to tw? 
hours without danger. The fever was under perfect co: 
trol and could be lowered by gradually changing the 
temperature of the water. In some instances the fever 
treatment was given every day for several hours over 
period of six weeks.

or nervously stimulated person, it has been customary 

to use what is called the continuous bath in order 
produce a state of restfulness and quiet, In the continu 
ous bath the patient lies in a tub and the water 1s kept 
at a constant temperature around 100 degrees Fahrem 
heit. The patient may lie in this bath for many hours 
and, indeed, even for days. In many institutions thé 
continuous bath is developed in such form that eve" 
patients requiring restraint lie in tubs and are kept quiet 
until the bath has its effect in depressing the excitable 
condition. 

The skin is not a filter and water does not pass back- 
ward and forward to the body through it. In some in- 
stitutions patients are given the effects of a continuous 
bath without putting them in the tub merely. by wrappiné 
them in blankets or in towels kept moistened with wate! 
of the required temperature. 

In addition to the use of the warm and cold bath 
in the manner mentioned, special forms of bathing 4° 
recognized as having special virtues.

Last summer, shortly before his dis- 
charge from the service, Henry, the 
younger of the two brothers, met Miss 
Florence Wolfert in Philadelphia. 
where he was stationed. She was tall 
and good-looking, with dark, bobbed 
hair, brown eyes and a mild, unassum- 
ing manner. Henry fell in love with 
her and proposed marriage as soon as 
he had completed his eflistment with 
the Marines. Florence told him she 
didn’t love him and therefore wouldn't 
marry him. He threatened to kill him- 
self if she continued to reject him, but 
Florence considered the threat as a 
mere gesture. Henry then took a dose 
of poison. It almost killed him, but 
he was discovered in time. When he 
recovered he continued his suit, and 
now Florence, convinced that he would 
end his life if she spurned him, re- 
luctantly agreed to become his wife. 
They were married in Philadelphia on 
January 2, and immediately after- 
wards came to live with Henry’s moth- 
er in Newark, where Henry obtained 
a job as clerk ina pie bakery. 


met Edward. What happened 

after that may best be summar- 
ized by quoting the statement made 
by Edward the day after his brother 
had killed himself:

HE next morning Henry Keller 
was found dead in a fugnished 
room he had rented. After stuff- 
ing paper and clothing 4n all cracks 
around the window and the door, he 
had fashioned a funnel from a piece 
of newspaper, placed it over his mouth 
and nose, strapped it to his face with 
adhesive tape and then inserted a gas 
tube attached to a wall fixture. Mrs. 
Bertha Thompson, his landlady, said 
that he seemed happy that night, for 
she heard him singing in his room. 
He had told her he was going on a 
night shift the next day and didn't 
wart to be disturbed next morning as 
he wanted to sleep late. Next morn- 
ing, however, the odor of escaped gas 
was so strong that she and another 
roomer knocked on his door. Failing 
to get a response, they forced the door 
and found him seated on a chair, the 
upper part of his body resting on a 
table. He had been dead 
several bours. 

The remarkable thing 
about his suicide was the 
fact that he had kept a 
careful record of his sen- 
sations while he was sit- 
ting at the table breathing

‘It is now 11:15 p. m. I have fin- 
ished my letters so I will read for 
about an hour or so until everyone 
in the house has retired. 

“This would be a real opportunity 
for an essay on ‘How It Feels to Sen- 
tence Oneself to Die,’ but—who cares 
—it wouldn’t matter a bit a hundred 
years from now. And then—+so darned 
many suicides have an idea that the 
rest of the world is going to be in- 
terested in their theories on the ‘Use- 
lessness of Living’ or the ‘Fascination 
of Death’—horse feathers. They are 
interested in the prohibition question 
or the price of eggs in Golaplie. 

‘I'm fixing a little appa- 
ratus on the gas line— 
good idea—lI’ll get the full 
sirength of the gas and 
prevent the odor of it from 
permeating the house and 
bringing on discovery too 
soon. 

“Incidentally, I was 
twenty-two years of age on 
September 1, 1929. I’ve 
lived in those twenty-two 
years. The age on my 
sMarine Corps discharge is 
three years over. I had to 
lie about my age in order 
to get by. 

“There's two perfectly | 
good pies here that some- 
body might eat — Mrs. 
Wagner's best (not an ad- 
vertisement). 

“It is now 1:20 a. m.— 
All As quiet on the western front—all 
the drunks and night owls are in, so 
I’m off—no reprieve——

“Henry and I had formed a friend- 
ship some years ago,’ Harper later 
declared, “but until a week before his 
suicide I hadn’t seen him for about 
three years, while he was in the Ma- 
rines. About a week before he com- 
mitted suicide he came to my hotel 
and told me that he was planning to 
kill himself the following Saturday. 
He told me ali about his marital trou- 
bles. I talked to him for several hours, 
until long past midnight, and when he 
left I thought I had dissuaded him 
from his purpose. 

“It was plainly a pathological case,”’ 
said Harper. ‘Henry 
always dramatized him- 
self in everything he did. 
That's probably why he 
joined the Marines and 
why he got a’ job four 
or five years ago in the 
play, ‘The Student 


iene | Prince,’ where he had 


: to wear a uniform. I

The fact that Henry

“If my wife can escape sole legal 
responsibility for my disposal I wish 
my body to be given to any medical 
organization that may care to accept 
it and to be used for any purpose.” 


IS brother, Edward, when he

pressed regret, but made it plain 
that he thought Henry had rathef 
over-acted his part. 

“He didn’t have to commit suicide,” 
said Edward. “He knew for a long 
time that Florence didn’t care for him 
and he even knew that before they 
were married. He had agreed to let

could marry me. It wasn’t as if sul- 
cide was the only solution.” 

The widow was likewise plain- 
spoken in showing that she didn’t hold 
herself responsible for the tragedy.

CHICAGO. 

OR a long time 
boastful Chicago- 
ans have asserted 
that Chicago had 
everything New 
York had except a 
subway and Grant's 
Tomb, and they 
usually went on to 
allege that Chica- 
go's elaborate and far-flung elevated 
system more than compensated for its 
lack of a subway. Chicago's only real 
point of inferiority, therefore, was its 
lack of a nice tomb that would attract 
the down-state tourist trade. So when 
a mysterious-looking domed structure 
began to take form on the lake front 
beyond the Field Museum a few 
months ago it was facetiously suggest- 
ed that Chicago was now in motion to 
wipe away New York's last margin of 
supremacy by building a new and bet- 
ter Grant’s Tomb. 

The thing did look like a tomb. The 
majgrity of Chicagoans and visitors 
who hadn't kept up with the news 
wondered what it really was when they 
saw it for the first time. They were 
told it was a planetarium, and the 
only planetarium in America. Most of 
them went away siill wondering what 
it was. But they went with a feeling 
of genuine satisfaction that whatever 
a planetarium might be, Chicago had 
the only one in America. 

They know more about planetariums 
now and have more and better reas- 
ons for being proud of their city’s 
new possession. They have been flock- 
ing out there to the lake front by the 
hundreds since the structure was 
opened to the public on May 12. The 
taxicab drivers have caught on. too. 
and can take you there from any point 
in town without consulting their guide 
books. Teachers take their classes to 
witness the demonstrations which are 
given three times daily. And it is safe 
to say that classes or individuals who 
cro with the vaguest conception of 
things astronomical come away, after a 
50-minute demonstration. with more 
understanding of celestial phenomena 
than they might have gained in a year 


of hard work over their textbooks. 
Families go in groups. Young chil- 
dren are to be seen in numbers in any 
representative gathering. The Rotary 
Club has become “planetarium con- 
ecious, and all manner of other clubs, 
commercial, social and educational, 
schedule tours of the place and turn 
out in force. Even the uniformed 
guards about the building have caught 
the scientifie spirit and talk both read- 
ily and accurately on such topics as 
spiral nebulae, constellations, comets, 
fixed stars, galaxies and Sir William 
Herschel’s telescope. Indeed,-it seems 
probabie that never before was there 
devised a means of administering sci- 
entific knowledge in a form so agree- 
able and so digestible as that made 
possible by the planetarium 


To dictionary and most ency- 
clopedias wil] tell you that a 
pianetarium is an arrangement 
for producing an artificial sky and pro- 
jecting thereon the images of stars. 
planets, the sun and moon in their 
proper position with relation to the 
time of dav, the time of year and the 
latitude from which they are observed. 
All of which is true enough. But the 
planetarium is more than that. To 
witness a demonstration is not mere- 
ly to see motion pictures of stars and 
planets projected on the ceiling of a 
dome overhead and to be set straight 
on a few troublesome problems of 
planetary motion. It is an emotiona) 
experience as well. 

It is the experience of spending a 
night on a vast plain—a night com- 
pressed into a minute or two—and 


beholding every star that is visible aty 


any time to the naked eye. [In another 
phase it is the illusion of a (flight 
through space among myriads of 
whirling worlds. It is the experience 
of reducing days, seasons, years and 
even centuries to the space of minutes. 
The spectator looks into the future and 
sees the heavens of 13,000 years 
hence. He looks into the past and ob- 
serves the unfamiliar skies of 13,000 
years azgo—the skies seen by our Cro- 
Magnon ancestors when they peeped 
out of their caves on a dark night.

of the onlooker. The moon flashes by 
like a meteor, passing through all of 
its phases as it crosses the dome. 

Even after a second or third view- 
ing, the observer will still find himself 
gasping naively as if he were a pas- 
senger on Captain Stormfield’s comet. 
From first to last it is an awe-inspir- 
ing spectacie. It causes the head to 
swim and perform ant *s like those of 
the planets. Some observers actually 
do suffer from dizziness, but this con- 
dition isn’t necessarily due to awe or 
excessive intellectual activity. More 
likely it results from looking up at so 
many racing stars. 

Probably the queerest thing about 
the whole business of reproducing the 
heavens on the interior of a dome is 
the conviction it inspires in the observ- 
er that he is looking at the real thing. 
He walks into the planetarium cham- 
ber in broad daylight and sees over- 
head a hemispherical rault of white 
linen. The dome is 70 feet across. In 
the center of the chamber is a gro- 
tesque apparatus on a wheel carriage. 
It suggests some of the weird mechan- 
ical comtraptions illustrated on the 
covers of popular science mag-zines. 
Except for that mysterious piece of 
knobby machinery, though, the sur- 
roundings are commonplace enough 
If he hasn't been through a demun- 
stration before, the visitor thinks he’s 
going to have a hard time imagining 
he is out of doors looking at a star- 
filled sky. 

Then the lights go down. Twilight 
comes. There is a bit of pink on the 
western horizon. The white linen vault 
disappears It becomes a darkening 
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sky. Finally ail is 
black. Already it is 
beginning to look 
real. Then the stars 
flash out in all their 
brilliance at once. The 
effect is amasing. 
Spectators lose their 
breaths. There is a 
chorus of “Ohs” and 
‘“Ahs.” From tbat mo- 
ment on the observer 
does not have to 
imagine he is out 
under the stars. It is oe 
enly with difficulty 
that he can imagine 
he is indoors. 
Chicago's planetari- 
um is the gift of Max Adler, financier, 
philanthropist and former vice presi- 
dent of Sears, Roebuck & Company. 
It cost almost a million dollars. The 
instrument alone cost $90,600. It was 
built by Cari Zeiss, Incorporated, of 
Jena, Germany, world-famous manu- 
facturers of astronomical and optical 
instruments. The building in which it 
is housed was erected at a cost of 
about $750,000. The site was fur- 
nished by the South Park Commission 
of Chicago. This site, admirabie for 
the purpose, is a small island a short 
distance from the shore. A fil] and 
a bridge now connect it with the main- 
land, so that the planetarium—it is 
called the Adler Planetarium and As- 
tronomical Museum—forms a part of 
the group of public structures com- 
prising also the Field Museum. the 
Shedd Aquarium and the Memecria!

Built of rainbow granite and Ten- 
nessee marbie, the planetarium struct- 
ure makes a handsome addition to the 
lake-front community and educational 
center. It is a rather unusual edi- 
fice, a 12-sided structure rising in 
three symmetrical tiers and  sur- 
mounted by a copper-covered dome. 
The diameter of the building is 158 
feet; that of the dome 85 feet out- 
side and 70 feet inside. In the space 
around the central planetarium cham- 
ber are the exhibition halls, offices and 
lecture rooms. The exhibition halls 
house the Mensing collection of old 
scientific instruments, which gives the 
museum a rich background, and a 
great number of transparency photo- 
graphs of the heavens as seen through 
a powerful telescope. The barrel of 
Sir William Herschel’s telescope—the 
one with which he discovered the 
planet Uranus—is one of the inter- 
esting astronomical relics to be seen. 
Visitors waiting for a planetarium 
demonstration find the museum an in- 
teresting place in which to wait.

Sometimes we do it 
in semi-serious, semi-humorous fash- 
ion. We very seldom actually mean 
it. Sometimes it is our own “nutti- 
ness that is responsible for the clas- 
sification. Sometimes we judge more 
rightly than we suspect. ' But wrong 
or right or jokingly, the layman dis- 
tinetly or hazily is aware of the tre- 
mendous differences in his contempo- 
raries’ intellects, stupidities, or ra- 
tionalities. 

And that is about as far as the 
average layman's knowledge of the 
mind gves. The rest is pretty much 
ignorance, misinformation or miscon- 
ception. That isn’t to be wondered 
at. It isn’t so very long ago that phy- 
sicians began to learn something about 
the mind—to make real progress. 
And today, the mind specialists, the 
psychiatrists, still have much to dis- 
enver. 

One among them has realized the 
necessity cf distributing some knowl- 
edge of the mind, its vagaries, its de- 
railments, to the public, and has set 
about doing it. He is Dr. Karl A. 
Menninger, @ young but weill-estab- 
lished psrechiatrist. He calis his book, 
appropriately, “The Human Mind” 
(Alfred A. Knopf). It is readable and 
understandable. It is interesting and 
instructive. 

“When a trout rising to a fly gets 
hooked on a line and finds itself un- 
able to swim about freely.’ writes Dr. 
Menninger, “it Degins a fight which 
results ip struggles and splashes and 
sometimes an escape. Often, of course, 
the situation is too tough for him. 

In the same way the human being 
struggies with his environment and 
with the hooks that catch him. Some 
times he masters his difficulties: some 
times they are too much for him. His 
struggies are all that the world sees 
and it usually misunderstands them. 
It is hatd for a free fish to under- 
stand what is happening to a hooked 
one. 


“6 OONER or i £ later however 


most of us eet hooked. How 

much of a fight we have on our 
hands then depends on the hook, and. 
of course. on us. I[f the struggle gets 
too violent, if it throws us out of the 
Water, if we run afoul of other strug- 
ciers. we become ‘cases’ in need of 
heip and understanding. 

“There are plenty of cases, God 
knows .§.. When a man is promoted 
to a new jobd and it worries him so 
much that he has to quit it: when a 
woman gets married, finds herself un- 
fitted for married life. and becomes 
depressed . then these people are 
mentally unhealthy: they are unabie 
to adjust themseives to their environ- 
ment. ... Consider some more specific 
eXampies of hooked fish. Remember 
that you might not have thought them 
so.... But these are the sort of strug- 
gies that indicate to a psychiatrist a 
ish hooked and if peril. . 

For example: “Henry Clay is a 
clerk. When he isn't clerking. 
which he does mechanically, accurate- 
iv. satisfactorily, he is contemplating 
his imminent death. He regards him- 
seif as suffering from tuberculosis. 
diabetes, rhevmatism, heart-troubie. 

He had never been abie- to get 
married because he spends all his sav- 
ings on doctors bills and new remedies. 

“Mrs. Watson isa regarded by 
the women of her community as 
a brilliant. talented. charming wom- 
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’ sibilities. Just how much 


an... . Everyone assumes 
and believes she is a beauti- 
ful wife and mother. At 
home she nags the children, 
quarrels with her husband, 
mismanages her househoid, 
and points to‘her outside 
success as an indication 
that the fault is anyone's 
but hers.” 

“What is the matter with 
these people?’ the psychi- 
atrist asks. We skip a few 
pages in his book and go 
into ‘‘personalities.” 

“Persxcnality, to take it 
up first as a whole. is pos- 
sessed of an inherited nu- 
cleus, that is, we come into 
the world with certain phys- 
ical and psychological! pos- 


or how little this hereditary 
part is. no one really 
knows; all we are sure of 
is that it is less than we 
used to think. It is proba- 
bly confined to physica] 
structures, including brain 
patterns. Functional  pro- 
pensities are usually ac- 
quired rather than inherit- 
ed. This ineludes such 
things as nervousness, in- 
digestion, alcoholism, a 
sense of humor, temper tan- 
trums and behavior pat- 
terns in general. — 
monster Caligula, for ex- 
ample, was the son of Ger- 
manicus, who was a mag- C 


mificent character; Ger- SUCCESS _ 
(A OSUSTMENT) la 


manicus was also the father 
of Agrippina. a despicable 
female, and the grandfather 
of Nero. whose reputation 
“needs no citation... . The 
father of Augustine was a 
rascal. and the mother of 
Martin Luther used to whip 
him till the blood 
came. . 

“Whatever we inherit is 
soon acted upon by a great 
variety of powerful influ- 
ences. There are the teach- 
ing. training and example 
of the parents, and the re- 
actions to brothers and sie 
ters; there are climate and 
weather, the architecture of 
the home, the food, fash- 
ions; there is the influence 
of the school, church, news- 
papers, playmates, society 
in general. Economic laws 
and social laws are brought 
to bear and modify be 
bavior patterns. Then come 
the accidents of life, phys- 
ical and mental, the ill- 
nesses. the wounds, the 
griefs, the disappointments, 
the shocks of all kinds that 
come to all people. All of 
these moid the personality. 
Ail of these things go to make up a 
personality. 

“The situation its the thing with 
which the personality has to adjust 
itself. [t is the particular phase of 
life presented at particular moments. 
it is a composite of requirements, a 
game with a set of rules. It is the 
game we must play in order to 
live. =. 

“So long as a personality is success- 
ful—that is, manages his adaptation 
to a succession of situations without 
damage to either himseif or the en- 
vironment—he probably won't attract 
any attention. .. . But let some 
extraordinary situation arise coc 
then what happens to Mr. Brown’ 
Let his house burn down, or iet his 
daughter become i]! let him be 
thrown out of employment... —__iiet 
him be asked by the president to un- 
dertake a very difficult or responsible 
task... . He may have to change his 
situation somewhat and he may have 
to change himself somewhat... . He 
may manage the adjustment suc- 
cessfully. . 

“He may. on the other hand. after 
more or less of a struggle. find the 
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requirements imposed by the situa- 
tion too great for his adjustment ca- 
pacity... . There are two kinds of 
failure. Finding himself incapabie of 
fulfilling the requirements of the sit- 
uation . . he may retreat from the 
situation or he may attempt its de 
struction. Ordinarily both flights and 
attacks are dangerous, the former re- 
suiting in damage to the personality, 
the latter in damage to the situation. 
But this ts not always so. The neces- 
sity for retreat may be utilized in‘a 
constructive attack on the situation 
such that the failure is turned into 
success.” That is called a construc- 
tive compromise. (See illustration.) 
It is really a secondary adjustment. 


66 ¢ ONSIDER, for example, a cer- 


tain personality. let us say a, 


man faced with a certain sit- 
uation; namely, marriage. He may 
make a successful go of it. On the 
other hand. he may not; he may fail. 
This failure may be a flight into ‘al- 
coholism. .. . Or he may resort to 
an attack on his wife such thaj she 
is driven to drink. . . To thustrate 
the way in which a constructive com- 
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who may or may not show 
it themseives.” And mental 
ills may come from congen- 
ital syphilis. 

In this seientific age we 
—the laymen—are wont 
to roll medical terms off 
our tongues, sometimes 
with amazing inaccuracy. 
“Sehizoid type” has not 
been seized upon particular- 
ly. But “dementia praecox” 
—the layman uses it with 
supreme nonchalance. “Re- 
duced to its simplest terms, 
the common tendency of the 
members of (the schizoid) 
group ts an inability to get 
along with other people. 
This is almost too much sim- 
plified, because it might be 
applied to all of us at times, 
and tc many criminals and 
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promise may be made out of the fail- 
ure, he may be driven by his marital 
unhappiness to find satisfaction and 
se/f-expression in painting or scientific 
research or organizing a labor union 
or a Sunday schoo! class. He may do 
all this without experiencing unhappi- 
ness. but he would experience unhap- 
piness if it were not for the successful 
outcome he made of his secondary ad- 
justment project.” : 

The failing personality may make 
attacks on the situation with arro- 
cance, independence. the smashing of 
convention, the refusal to abide by 
laws, and especially in children, tem- 
per tantrums. Or these personalities 
may take to flights, withdrawals from 
the situation, in the form of such “un- 
desirable character traits” as timidity 
or suspicions, refusal to accept re- 
sponsibility. flights into “disease. 
“nervousness, alcohol, drug addiction, 
suicide.” 

But not in all cases do the breaks 
come through a personality meeting 
a situation. Some kinds of menta! 
weakness, “some kinds of feebie 
mindedness, are hereditary. That is 
transmissible by heredity from parents

‘insane’ all of the time. But 
this lack of sociability is of 
a very special kind.

Stewart, British Columbia, was the 
only one of the three men in the plane 
who didn’t realize the danger. It was 
his first air trip and he was enjoy- 
ing it. The two who were not enjoy- 
ing the experience were John M. Pat- 
terson of Denver, Colorado, the pilot, 
and Gordon K. Stewart, his assistant 
on the trip, who was sitting on the 
dynamite. : 

Finally, the ship came down, but 
not head-on. It slipped sideways over 
the barrier of trees, almost brushing 
their tops, then leveled off when it had 
nearly reached the water, skipped 
ahead along the surface, and managed 


to stop before it ran against the 


shore. The explosive was unloaded. 
Then came the job of getting the plane 
in the air again in the small space. It 
taxied around the edge of the lake 


until it developed enough 
speed to get off the wa- 
ter and then continued to 
fly round and round 
within that circle of pines 
at 80 miles an hour, ris- 
ing slowly and laborious- 
ly, until at last it was 
high enough to escape in- 
terference, and slanted off 
toward home—bidding that cup of wa- 
ter not an au revoir but a definite 
good-by. 

Such incidents save from dullness 
the working days of the Yukon Air- 
ways & Exploration Co., Ltd., which 
has its base at Whitehorse, Yukon 
Territory. The cold of the winters, the 
frequent high winds and the isolation 
of the region in which it operates in- 
vest its work with special hazards. Two 
of the company’s planes were wrecked 
last fall, shortly after the trip with 
the dynamite cargo, and in one of the 
smash-ups Pilot Patterson was killed. 
Stewart, who is business manager and 
relief pilot of the coneern, came 
to St. Louis recently to get a Ryan 
monoplane to replace one of the 
lost ships. 

During two periods of the year— 
when the country is freezing up for 
the winter and when it is thawing out 
in the spring—the Yukon Airwuys 
carries the mail from Whitehorse to 
Mayo and Dawson. Land transporta-

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tion from Whitehorse, 
the northern terminus of 
a railroad, is abandoned 
at those times, according 
to Stewart. The com- 
pany'’s planes make the 
trip twice a week, with 
mail which bears a stamp 
good only for that route. 
The Yukon Airways is 
authorized to print and sell these spe- 
cial stamps, which differ in design 
from the regular Government air mail 
stamps. The company has been get- 
ting 25 cents a letter for this deliv- 
ery, but Stewart said the charge was 
to be reduced, 

When winter has set in and snow 
is deep on the ground, the mail in 
this region is carried in a _ tractor 
stage, which makes the trip in from 
eight to ten days. Airplanes cover 
the route in from one and one-half to 
three and one-half hours. 

Among the other activities of this 
far-northern er service is the trans- 
portation of passengers traveling on 
pleasure or business and of supplies 
to the numerous mines in the region. 
During the winter quantities of vege- 
tables are carried by air from White- 
horse to towns which are not on @ 
railroad. 

Only the severest weather keeps the 
planes of Yukon Airways on the 
ground. If the cold is less than 40 
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One of the Yukon Airways 
planes in a “nose 
hanger.” 


dégrees below zero they will brave it, 
and usually find the temperature a 
little warmer alofit—sometimes as 
much as 10 degrees. For winter use 
the ships have skiis on their landing 
gear; at other times they use wheels 
or pontoons. 

Summer, of course, is the best time 
for flying in the Yukon country, Stew- 
art said. For one thing, it never gets 
completely dark during much of that 
season; the sun goes down about 10 
p. m. or later in midsummer, and twi- 
light prevails until about 2 a. m., when 
the sun rises. Conversely, in midwin- 
ter, the sun sets about 3 in the after- 
noon, and it is dark half an hour 
later. 

One of the economic problems of 
commercial aviation in the remote 
North is the price of gasoline. Stewart 
said his company paid an average of 


$1 a gallon. And then strained it 
very carefully through chamois to 
make it as free as possible from water, 
the presence of which in the fuel is 
particularly dangerous in very cold 
weather. 

The Yukon Airways & Exploration 
Co., Ltd., was organized about three 
years ago, many of the residents of 
the region it serves being stockhold- 
ers. W. A. Puckett is president, and 
J. F. Finnegan, the organizer, is vice 
president. The chief pilot is B. W. 
Broatch of Winnipeg, Man., who, Stew- 
art said, probably was the oldest com- 
mercial flyer in Canada. He was a 
member of the British Naval Air Serv- 
ice in the World War and last winter 
took part in the search for Carl Ben 
Eijelson, who was killed when his 
plane was wrecked near Cape North, 
Siberia.

his eyes on that as it bobbed along. 

Finally, in one of the department 
stores, the quarry started to enter 
the women's rest room, Fearing that 


she had discovered she was followed 
and would leave the room by another 
exit, Joyce arrested her. 


When her Bertillon record was tak- 


en, note was made of her pe- 
culiar left eye, which inspired 
her nickname. Her eyes were 
slate-blue, but in her left one, 
a bar of golden brown extended 
down from the iris across the 
white. 

There was nothing remark- 
able about her appearance oth- 
erwise. She was about 5 feet 
6 inches tall, of medium build, 
rather rubicund complexion. 
Her hair was biack, but over 
it was pinned a mass of brown 
hair. 

The woman refused to make 
any admissions, but she was ac- 
cused of three robberies in St. 
Louis. One took place at the 
home of Mrs. Henry B. Collins, 
14 Hortense place, in 1905, 
when $3000 worth of jewelry 
was stolen. Another was the 
theft of $2000 worth of jew- 
elry from the home of Mrs. 
Joseph M. Hayes, 4389 Lindell 
boulevard, in 1906. A third 
was a $6000 robbery at the 
home of H. Chouteau Dyer, 9 
Lenox place, in 1907. In all 
these cases, a servant girl iden- 
tified as the prisoner left the 
employ of these families when 
their jewelry disappeared. 

But Lillian escaped conviction. In 
the Collins case it was because of the 
statute of limitations. In the Dyer 
case she was acquitted, the evidence 
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against her being circumstantial and 
the identification, in the minds of the 
jurors, not such as to remove ill 
doubt. After two juries had disagreed 
in the Hayes case, in which the evi- 
dence for the prosecution also was cir- 
cumstantial, as none of the loot was 
definitely traced to the accused 
woman, it was nolle prossed. Lillian 
squinted her cat eye and laughed. She 
had been thwarted in six suicide at- 
tempts while in jail here. 


CQUITTED, Lillian still was not 
Ar She was taken to Chi- 


cago to stand trial for rob- 
bing a home there of jewelry 
valued at $3250 by her usual meth- 
od. A handbag found in her pos- 
session when she was urrested in St. 
Louis was identified as one stolen in 
the Chicago robbery, and Lillian was 
convicted and sent fo the penitentiary 
at Joliet, Ill. That was in April, 1911. 

Evidently the Illinois imprisonment 
was not a long one, for in 1913 Lillian 
was in trouble again and sentenced to 
prison in Ohio. In 1917 she was out 
again and suspected of stealing $11,- 
000 worth of jeweiry from a residence 
in Woodside, California. From time to 
time came reports of her activities 
from other cities—Minneapolis, Bos- 
ton, Baltimore. 

Early in 1922, Lillian returned to 
St. Louis, according to charges pending 
against her. On February 13 a woman

Northville Music 
Club was holding its March meet- 
ing at the home of Mrs. Pudney 
Stevens. There were 25 ladies 
gathered in the little parior with 
the pretty, pin-striped wall paper, 
flowered carpet and walnut grand 
piano. Back in the bay window 
by the fern sat young Mrs. Leroy 
Bruce, who had moved to town 
only last September. She looked 
with intense disfavor upon Clara 
Pierce, who was rustling her sheet 
of music and smiling geniaily at 
her audience. 

The accompanist struck a few 
opening chords, looked anxiously 
at Clara, and the solo began. Mrs. 
Bruce stiffened in her chair. It 
was a long solo, with many trills 
and quavers. Clara meant well. 
but her voice broke on the high 
notes and grew harsh on the low 
ones. Elaine Bruce wondered why 
in the world she was asked to sing 
at every meeting.

Mrs. Pudney Stevens’ lip 
trembled. The minister's wife 
bad her handkerchief to her eyes.
